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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As previously stated in the office action filed 
January 08, 2008, the rotary union of Maloney is mounted to the carrier since the rotary union is mounted to the shaft, which is in turn 
mounted to the carrier. In addition, the rotary union Is mounted on the carrier, since the shaft is mounted on the carrier, and the rotary union 
is mounted on the shaft. Applicant mentions in the remarks that the novelty of the invention is the rotary union being mounted directly to the 
carrier; however this feature is NEVER recited in the claims. Also, without specific structure and/or placement of the rotary union relative to 
the carrier, the claims do not define over Liu et al or Berman et al as modified. Also, applicant argues that it would not have been obvious 
to combine the transducers disclosed in Berman(it is suspected that applicant meant Maloney) with the apparatus disclosed in Liu to arrive 
at Applicant's claimed invention. However, the Maloney apparatus is only being used to teach the use of a rotary union mounted on a 
carrier, and not the specifically the used of pressure transducers. 
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
